Sir Geoffrey Hudson is used for the genesis 
of this article, not because he was thesraallest 
of the long list of midgets who nave appeared 
man the stags of action during the past 800 
retire, but for the reason that he is the earliest 
of whlchauthentioreeord has bean preserved. 
He was bom to the year 1619, at Oakham 
Rutlandshire, England. He first attracted 
the attention of the Duke of Buckingham in 
1888, he being then i> years old and but eight- 
een Inches high. 
Little Geoffrey, or Jeffrey, as It is some- 


times written, remained in the service of the 
duke until the time of the tour of Charles i, 
king of England, through the different shires 
after his marriage with Maria Henrietta. 


When the king and his new Lride visited 


Buckingham, in order to serve their majesties 
with a unique surprise, Geoffrey, the dwarf, 
was incased in a large cold pie and served at 
dinner, much to the. delight oi the royal vis- 
itors.

Her majesty was so pleased with the pranks 


of the little elf that she was allowed to take 
Mm with her to London. Soon after this 
event be began to grow rapidly and soon shot 
op to three feet; a calamity which he charac- 
teristically claimed was due to royal feeding. 
Still he retained his position as court dwarf 
under the suggestive name of Lord Minimus; 
was present upon all state occasions and knew 
more, perhaps, of the affairs of the govern- 
ment than the king's ministers themselves. 


He was sent to France to bring an attend- 


ant for the queen, she being a native of that 
country. 
While on this errand, thinking 


himself a dwarf of considerable importance, 
he formed the acquaintance o£ Mr. Crofts, a 
roues man of high social standing and posi- 
tion in Prance, who teased the poor little 
dwarf beyond the bounds of reason. Being a 
courtier when at home he naturally resented 
the treatment of young Crofts, which finally 
became unbearable, resulting in a challenge 
from the dwarf.

ttotour through England he visited his na- 
tive land, but returned two years later to the 
British Isles; married a lady of ordinary size, • 
raised a large f amUy and died at Bank's cot- 
tage, near Durham, in 1837. 


About five years after the death of Borow- 


laskl, in 1843, Tom Thumb, the most cele- 
brated dwarf of modern times, although not 
the smallest by any means, began his trium- 
phant march under the auspices of his patron 
mint, P. T. Barnam. Tom's real name was 
Charles Stratton, He was born in 1838, and 
was therefore but 4 years of age when put on 
inhibition nt Barnum's museum, New York 
dty. He weighed twelve pounds when first 
exhibited, soon became famous, and mads his 
Brst trip to England in 1844, 1 believe, but it 
may have been a year or two later. He grew 
but very little until after the end of his fif- 
teenth year, then grew until he was 23. At 
the age of 80 he began to "fill out," and dur- 
Ing his last trip west, in 1883, he stated his 
weight to be seventy pounds I Not much of a 
"midget," cure. He died at his summer resi- 
dence, near Middleboro, Mass., July 15, 1883, 


suspended from a loop of platinum a small 
piece of linen. At one end of this cigar holder 
was a plug of cotton wool, acting as a smoka 
filter.

cluding those of cholera, anthrax (chicken 
cholera) and pneumonia. In every instance 
there was a marked delay in the development 
of these colonies as compared with what oc- 
curred in similar test tubes charged with the 
same, b"'-) not exposed to tobacco smoke; the 
developi isnt of some was entirely prevented 
by the tobacco smoke.—Gentleman's llaga-

» Tonne Han Who Bat Gone 


Through tbe Experience. 


I learned from the hotel clerk here, says 


a New York Hertld correspondent at El- 
mir*, the other day, that a young plumber 
doing business on tbe principal street had 
once betn banged, and wlieu cut down was 
thought to be dead.
